Tho now tax bill passed by the Rebel Con- 
greta Jovics.a tax of eight por cent on all property 
wot expressly taxed at 0 different rate; on spevio 
and Ddills of exchange twenty por cent, and on 
eurroncy five por cont, The interest on government 
bonds is taxed ag income upon profits wade by buying 
4nd selling merchandise or property of any description, 
Between the years 1885 and 1866; 6 tax of ton per 
gent Js levied, in addition to the tox on such profits, as 
Ancomer, and upon all profits exceeding twonty-five por 
cent n tax of tronty-tive por cont is ordered. The 
Prvperts, tho income and monoy of hospitals, asylums, 
ehbnrehes, schools and charitable inatiiutious are exompt 
from taxation, All property within, tho lines of the 
‘memy js to bo oxempt from taxation os long as it re- 
mains within euch lines. 

Tho Richmond papers pnblish a correspond- 
‘ence between Gen. Sierman and tho Rebel Gon, Wado 
Bampton in reference to the murder of Union foragers 
dy men under tho command of Hampton.

Miscellaneous, 

‘Washington dates of the 10th inst. say that 
em tho Cth fnst. thirteen transports with troops 
from Fortress Monroo, accompanied by the gan- 
oats Commodore Read and Yankee, proceeded up, 
the Rappahannock on a rald, the principal object being 
the capture of a large quantity of tobacco.kmown to 
have been sent from Richmond to Fredérickstnrg to be 
smogeled into our lines. On its'way the expedition 
proceeded eantionely, and tho gunbosts scoured the 
river thoroughly for torpedoes. A schooner bound up, 
with o cargo of whisky and salt, was fret captured by 
tho Read, and the crew and cargo were remoyed and 
the echooner blown up by the Read, On arriving at 
Fredericksburg it was found to be garrisoned by a 
quad of Rebela, who, howover, ‘mado no'resistance. 
‘A body of troopa and eailors were landed, who suo- 
eceded In captoring the tobacco. It was manufactured 
tobscco, amounting to ninety-five tuns, and is estimated 
to be worth €280,000, Tho country about Fredericks- 
Darg was scoured pretty effectually, and daring tho 
aid over 400 prisoners were token, An extensivo con- 
‘rabond trade bas been organized by tho Rebels on the 
Rappahannock, end this expedition wos designed to 
Break it up. As the yeescls passed down the river on 
thelr roturn, numbers of deserters came off from the 
shores,| cight of whom were from the 24th Virginia 
Cavalry. Our Wasbington correspondent says Single- 
fon's first visit to Richmond was mado in the intorest 
of this tobacco epcoulation. Singleton arranged in Rich- 
mond for the acquisition of a vast quantity of tobacco, 
not by  pnrchose with greeubacks or seven-thirtics; 
‘pat by an operation that should supply thestinted Robe! 
army in and abost tho Richmond defenses with rations 
of meat, at the very time thot tho ‘North was sacrifloing 
amen and money lavishly under Sherman, Sheriden and 
Grant, to out Leo off from all his supplies of food. Thia 
apomalous enterpriso and marvelously unpatriotic 
speculation Js understood to hnve hnd five co- 

ners besides the aotive manager—all New-York- 
‘ers and! McClellan Democrate—each of whom put in 
€50,000. ‘Tho quarter of a million of capital in this pool 
wos to be invested in bacon bonght in Baltimore and 
exchanged in Fredericksburg for manufactured tobacco, 
‘The transaction of course had the cheerful assent of the 
Revel Government and of Gon. Lee, President Lin 
‘eoln’s permit authorizing it 1s enid by the Richmond 
papers to have been placed in tho hands of the Rebel 
officer in charge of the tobaceo, sont up from Poters- 
burg and Richmond, and to bave been produced and 


Gestroy it. 

Nine steamers arrived at Annapolis on the 10th 
bringing about 3,000 Union prisoucrs, most of them Ina 
god state of emaclation, and nearly destitute of clothing, 
Aeveral died on the passage, and five dead were taken 
from one boat, Bome 1,500 of the poor fellows bad to 
go to the bospital, A Jarge number of Rebel prisonera 
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at Annapolis from Robel prisons, Another Installment 
of Union prisoners reached Aunapolis on tho 12th, moat 
of thom yory sick, Sevoral of thom died, Fifty-four 
vero buried from the hospital nt ono time. Eight hund- 
red and two moro paroled Union prisonera arriyed at 
‘Avnapolis on Saturday. Five hundred and forty of 
them had to be peut to the hospital.

By an order of the War Department, alb-vol- 
unter officers who are not mustored out at the oxact 
dato of the expration of their enlistment, must remain 
in gorvico till the ond of the war or until the necoptance 
of their resignation. No officer is allowed to retain bis 
‘commission beyond tho time-of bis ealiatment and then 
retire, making a porgonal conyenienos of the service. 

Major T. C. Jamieson, Sth Rbodo Island Ar- 
illery, who was lately tried by courtmartial, ond 
sontenced to three yonrs' imprisonment at Norfolk, and 
to pay a hoary fino, Js at once to be reloased by order of 
the President, who hes examinod the case, and disap- 
pproved the findings and eentonce of the Conrt, 

Jerome Clark, alias ‘Sue Munday,” who, 
with other gnerrillas, was captured o few days since in 
Kentucky, was tried at Louisville on tho 15th on the 
charges of murder, throwing a train off tbo track and 
robbing tho pascougers and mails, He was found 
guilty and sentenced to doath by banging. Gen. 
Palmer has approved the finding, and ordered that be 
bo executed ut 4p. m. on the 16th at Lonisyille, 

Tho bill providing for the mustering ont of 
soryice with their regiments of such men ss had en 
listed for the unexpired torms of such regiments falled 
to pass tho late session of Congress. It bad been added 
to the Amendatery Enrollment bill, but was dropped, 
daring tho closing honre of tho session. 

The New-York State Soldiers’ Depot in this 
clty has thrown open its doors (o all escaped and pa- 
roled Union prisoners from the South, Every comfort 
to be found ino first-vlass hotel is hore provided, and 
the frlonds of these herocs may now feel assured that 
they will bo cared for. 

‘A fight occnrred at Fort Pickering, near Mem- 
phis, on Tuesday of last week. between tho 3d United 
States colored artiery and a white regiment, resulting 
in the death of several negroes and one white soldier, 
‘The disagreement was regarding rations. 

Deserters from Eorly’s cognmand, many of 
whom are daily coming within our lines, represent that 
bis army hns entirely melted out. 

‘The President's offer of pardon to desertors is 
understood to apply (o those now held under sentence 
og well os to euch as may voluntarily return to duty.

3 News from Washington. 

Tho Amendatory Enrollment act has just 
been offleiely promulgated. It provides whoro any ro- 
vised enrollment in any Congressional or draft distriot 
bas been obtained or made, prior to any actaal drawing 
came ee the enrollment Masta, the quota may be 
‘adjusted’and apportioned to such revised cnrollinent in- 
stead oftbelng applied to or ‘based upon the enrollment 
agit mey bave,stood before the revision. In compnting 
the quotas horeafter, orcdit shell» be given for 
all men farnished by them respeotively, and 
not heretoforo credited during tho present Rebellion, 
for any period of eorvice not less than threo months, 
caloolating the number of days for which such sorvice 
wos fornished and rednoing the same to years; pro- 
Vided snch credits shall not be applied to the call for 
additional troops mado by tho President ‘on tho 24th of 
December, 1864. Porsons who have beon, or may here- 
after be drafted under the provimons of tho several acts 
to which (his fs an amendment for the torm of one year, 
and who have actually farnished socepted substitutes 
not liable to draft for the term of threo yoars, shall bo 
exempt from military duty during tho time for which 
such substitute eball not be Lisble to draft, not oxcoed- 
ingtho time for which such substitute shall hayo beon 
mustered into service. Intoxicated or insane substi- 
tutes will not be ‘recognised. Tho law providing 
for recruiting in the Rebellious States’ for tho 
benefit of loyal States is repealed. ‘Any person or 
persons oorolicd in any oub-district, moy, aftor 
notice of a draft, and before tho eamo shall haye 
taken plie, cause to bo mustered into thé sorvice of 
the United States euch namber of recruits not subject 
todraft os they may deem expedient, which reoruita 
shall stand tothe oredit of tho persons thus causing 

em to be mustered im, and shall be taken as oubsti- 
tutes for such persons, or s0 many of them os may be 
drafted to the extont of tho number of sech recruits, 
and in the order designated by the principals at tho 
time the reernits ore thus, as aforcsaid, mustered in, 
Acting assistant surgeons, contract surgeons and sur- 
geons and commissioners on the enrolling boards while 
in the military service of the United States, euall hero- 
after bo exempt from all liabillty to be drafted under 
tbo provisions of any aot for enrolling and calling out 
the National forces, This act is now in effeot. Noth- 
ing therein is to operate to postpone the pending draft, 
or interfere with tho quotas assigned therefor, 

‘The Senate has confirmed the nominations of 
Arnold Koekel as Judgo of the United States District 
Court in the Western District of Missouri, ond Samael 
Hoard as postmastor ot Chicago, ‘The Senate has con- 
firmed tho following to bo Major Generals by brevet: 
Brigadier-Generals John W. Turner, C. ©, An- 
drows, John W. MeXfullon, Charles Craft, Henry 
E, Davis, and Alfred Sully. Drevet Brig..Gen. Swayne 
ia confirmed as Brigadier-General. 

The President on the 9th nomioated and the 
Seuate unanimously confirmed Senator Harlan of Iowa, 
to be Scoretary of the Interior, in place of Judge 
Usher, who has sent in his resignation to take effect on 
the Ist of May next. 

Senator Harlan has not yet accepted the 
President's proffer of the Interior Departmont, His 
friends snsist that to consent to be bound in the 
enormous jobs and contracts his predeceseor seems 50 
eugor to dispenso before retiring would indicato an 
unpardonable lack of solf-reapoct,

to Blockade- Runners ond 

Others, 

Derr. oF STATE. WASHINGTON, March 14, 1865. 
The President directa that all persons who 
now are, or hercafter shall be, found within the United 
States, and who havo been engoged in holding inter- 
course or trade with the insurgents by sea, if thoy are 
citizens of tho United States or domiciled aliens, be ar. 
rested and held as prisonors of wor, until the war shall 
close, subject, nevertheless, to prosecution, trial and 
conrlotion for apy offense committed by them as spice 
or otherwiso aguiust the laws of war. 

The Presidont furtber directs that all non-resident 
foreigners who now are, or hereafter shall be, found in 
the Unigod States, and who have beon of shall have 
boon ongaged in violating tho blockade of the insurgent 
ports, shall Jeaye the United States within twelve daya 
from the publication of thls order, or from their eubec- 
quent arrival in the United States, if on the Atlantia 
aide, and forty doys if on tho Pacific side of the country 
And suob persons xhall not retarn to tho United Btatea 
during the continuance of the war. 

Provost-Marsbals and Marshals of the United Staten» 
will arrest and commit to military custody alk such of 
fondors es shall disrogard this order, whether they bhava 
passports or not, and thoy will be detained in auch cue- 
tody until the call of the war, or until discharged by 
subsequent order of the President.

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PEAOK PROSPECTS. 

If tho Slaycholders' Rebellion is not in a yery 
adyancod stago of decomposition, then all signs 
fail and Hiatory i a huge, consistent imposture, 
Wo call all men to witness that tho leading 
articlos of the Richmond journals haye for some 
weoks beon the most satisfactory and exhilar- 
ating matter that Unionists could anywhere 
find toread. Tho prophecios of Robel triumy! 
at hand, so constantly falsified; the stupondous 
calla of overy ono'to arms, which nobody obeys; 
tho mystorious givings out of information 


temporarily withheld, which noyor comes 
to light; the fierco oriminations aid gravo 
{mpoachmonts of high officials as incompe- 


tont or infatuated, and rushing the Confeder- 
soy headlong to ruin; the daily objurgations 
of tho provalont despondenoy as pusillanimor 
and uncalled for; the denunciation of Congress 
men as fleeing tho post of danger—that is, 
Richmond — and skulking to their geveral 
homes; the quarrels, over Negro Arming, one 
Portion insisting that the cause must fail unloss 
upheld by negro bayonets, and the other in- 
sisting that, with the negroes once armed, it-is 
lost of course; ono faction clamoring for more 
soldiers as indispensable, the other, with equal 
truth, rotorting that thoso alrendy in the ranks 
can noither be fed nor clad; the yehoment 
protests against ‘‘submission” projects and 
“whipped Secessionists"—if all these do not 
indicate a shattered fabrio and a ruined cause, 
thon it can nover bo safa to infer what must bo 
fom what is. 

Gen, Sherman, with an army variously 
estimated at Fifty to Ono Hundred 
Thousand Men, has now been nearly four 
months trayersing tho yery heart of “tho 
Confederacy. In that timo, ho has swept 
through tho richest and most populous portion 
of Georgia from Atlanta to Sayannah, and 
thenca through tho vitals of Soyth Carolina 
from sonth-west to north-east, without haying 
(unless within the last fow days) encountered 
any sorions opposition. During tho last three 
weeks, he has occupied the capital of South 
Carolina, flanked Charleston aud compelled its 
oyacuation, and pressed on olear across tho 
State to the border of North Carolina, meeting 
no cnemy that could be induced to avait tho 
concentration of his forces. Meantime, the 
people have been exhorted, entreated, com- 
manded, to burn everything combustible before 
him, to obstruct the ronds, and rally as 
one man to the Confederate armics muster- 
ing to crush him; but they havo cyidently 
dons nothing of the sort, until even Brage 
sneers at his Rebel array as composed of ‘ono 
brigade and five proclamations’—not quite the 
force required to stop fifty to ono hundred 
thousand veterans inured to battle and aco 
tomed to victory. That Sherman must some 
how be beaten before he oan form a jnnction 
with Schofield, is insisted on; that he is nearing 
Schofield. and has not been beaten, is pretty 
eortainS=2ho stockjobbers had a rumor on Fri- 
day that he bad routed the Rebels under John- 
ston: the only circumstance that rendered this 
improbable was Johnston's established caution 
and indisposition to fight losing battles: And 
Shoridan’s easy triumph over Early at Waynes- 
burgh, argues that the Rebels haye about dono 
fighting. 

Wo bolieve, therefore, that a true Peace is, in 
all human probability, not far off; and we be- 
lieve its advent may be hastened and assured 
by wise and prompt action on the part of our 
Government. If the President should issue a 
Drief and lucid Proclamation, appealing to the 
Southern, Peovle not to protract a struggle 
which ‘has become hopeless, and stating dis- 
tinetly the terms on which they may be once 
more at peace with their country, we believe 
that there need and would be little further 
bloodshed. 

The Rebellion is now kept from instant and 
utter collapse by the false cry that nothing is to 
Vo gained by submission—that all the property 
of Rebols is confiscated and all their lives for- 
Seit under eur laws, so that, while the courage’ 
born of desperation may y&t achieve success, 
there is in the opposite course no hope whatever, 
This is most untruo; yet it has a certain plansi- 
bility to the minds of the ignorant, Let the 
President once more urge tho Rebels to lay 
down their arms, proffering them inducements 
to do co, and ho will thereby divide them, into 
two parties—one inclined to peace and réunion;

At present, Labor and Iron are dear; ao rail- 
ronds use as little as may be of cithor till botter 
times. Meanwhile, their tracks and rolling 
stock are wearing out and running down, while 
most of them bayo far more business than ever 
before. Their trains run habitually—often out- 
rageously—bebind time, becauso overloaded, 


over dilapidated rails and tracks. Hence col- 
lisions, dovastations, wholesale mnuelanghtors. 
What use in using words with false or no mean: 
ings, when wo know tho exact truth? Why 
should coroners’ juries lie with impunity if} 
other people moy not without” shame? 
There is too mach business betweon thiscity and 
Washington for two good, well-managed lines of 
railroad. We should haye two or threo such 
lines but for tho control of Legislation by 
Monopoly. We haye four or five separate ways 
of getting to Boston daily, two or threo of 
ggtting to Albany, and of course pretty good 
accommodations on cither route at fair prices. 
Wo are allowed to travel southward only os 
shall comport with the interest of the Camden 
and Amboy and an affiliated Maryland Mono- 
poly: hence the derangements, the wreck, the 
murders, of the present week. The human 
boings slaughtered or maimed for life’ last 
Tnesday morning near Bristol were sacrificed 
to allied legislative and corporate infidelity, and 
the price of their blood has gone into the pockets 
of cold-hearted, crafty, selfish jobbers who will 
read of their death with a bare twinge of com- 
pnnction and turn to the proseoution of their 
next game of greed as if human life were of no 
account and money the only God. 

Of couraé, nerticular individuals were more 

or less blameworthy in this particular instance; 
but the real murderers of thoso mangled victims 
wore the contrivers and upholders of the Cam- 
den monopoly, No one railroad can do properly 
and safely the business that is to be done be- 
tween this City and Philadelphia. The work is 
not in Steam and Iron, and cannot be got out of| 
them. The simple fact that two great :passen- 
ger trains follow cach othor about midnight out 
of Philadelphia, running over the same track to 
this City, tells the story. Those trains ought to 
be run, but not over the same road. The vic- 
tims of Tuesday's tragedy were massacred be- 
cause the most obvions dictates of precaution 
and safety had to be disregarded or the work 
piled upon that road by the greed of its man- 
agers could not be done. 
We left for Washington on Sunday night at 
7, being due,at 5 next morning. Reaching the 
Susquebanna at 2, we were kept on this bank 
till 7, because of ice in the river; though the 
channel was clear a3 a mill-pond in Summer, 
and only some drift ice hanging about the 
docks which bad caught and still detained it. 
There was no good reason for the detention; but 
when one company has a practical monopoly of 
a great route, who can oxpect it to be vigor- 
ously, effectively ran? Tho train that left 
Washington on Sunday evening did not cross 
till after we did. Monday's day passengers got 
across with little delay; since then, we belicve 
there has been no crossing at all. An immense 
flood of ice from the hill country has choked 
and filled the chanuel for many miles, preelud- 
ing all crossing but by bridges, So, on Wedne 
day morning wo started to return via Harri 
burg, and reached this city last evening in 
about thirty-four hours. Very many who tried 
to do as we did are'still behind—the overloaded 
trains utterly refusing them even.a chanco to 
stand on a platform. Hundreds of soldiers 
many ofthem wounded, have borne the poltings 
of the fierce storm of Wednesday night under 
the clonded sky, beside the crowded depots 
where they vainly sought transportation, Must 
this be borne forever? ‘

It te the same 
with all the colonies of England, Canndo, Australia, 
aud Now-Zealand havo been obliged to protect tholt 
own manufactures against bolng ruined by English 
competition, ‘This is a bard fact, whloh oannot bo got 
over, Whe English Chambers of Commerco are making 
‘row abont it, but itis of no use, If Ireland had o 
Parlinmont of ‘hor own, like Canada or tho Australian 
Colonies, ita first aot would bo to attract capital to Iro- 
land, and keop her poople at home, by measures of Pro. 
ection. Now orery article almost is importod, from a 
Fold watoh to a lualfer match, while the poople are idle 
ond starving, Freo Trado is'a fino thing for England, 
no doubt, as it is for any country with groat ad’ ‘ontages 
of capital, mines, and othor resources; but Free Trade 
isa drain upon any country deatitate of such advantages, 


‘Tho prinoiple may bo carried out to any oxtent, A 
farmer In America who sella his ‘produce: to clothe an 
dle family, would do better to go baok to the epinning- 


whoel and domestio loom. Tf half tho pooplo of Ireland 
could bo engaged in manufactures, the other balf would 
lind plonty of work on the laud ot good wages, OF 
course, tho poltlical economists will prove that this Ls all 
honsense, but a gocd many people aro beginning to aco 
that thero ore two ides to the question.” 


—When the War is over, we believe that the 
truths thus forcibly presented will be heard and 
hoeded by the great body of the American Peo- 
ple. At all events, wo shall try to make them 
so plain and enforce them so urgontly that they 
cannot be ignored nor frownod down. 


OUR STATE CAPIT. 

Tho Legislature of our Stato is considering 
tho subject of a relocation of our State Capital. 
Wo trust it will consider long and well before 
acting definitively upon it. Not with any yiew 
to what may now be done, but in tho hope that 
the People may also ponder tho question, and 
be prepared to exert an influence over its de- 
cision, do we proffer a few words on the subject 

Of course, Albany is not near the geqy=aphi- 
cal center of our State, On the contifry Mit is 
scarcely a cannon-shot from its eastern border. 
And yet we hold that city decidedly preferable 
as our capital to Utica, Syracuse, or any other 
point in the interior. A capital is not to be 
wisely located up a tree, though that tree stood 
in the precise geographical conter of a Stato. 

London is not the geographical center of 
Great Britain, much less of the British Empire. 
Paris is not the center of France, nor Rome of 
Italy; yet each is tho natural and proper capi- 
tal of its conntry. Geography is but one among 
many considerations which should determine 
the location of a capital, and is in fact subordi- 
nato to several others. ; 
It is a mistake to suppose the location of eapi- 
tals arbitrary or dependent on will. Constan- 
tine contributed largely to the ruin of the Ro- 
man empire by abandoning Rome and building 
anewcity to supplant it by tho waters of tho 
Bosphorus. Peter misnamed the Great mado a 
ike blunder in deserting Moscow for the costly 
exotio that rose at his despotia fiat from tho 
marshes of the Neva, ‘Tennessee tried for years 
to make Marfreesboro' her capital, but Nature 
was too strong for her and compelled a removal 
to Nashville. Michigan has remoyed her State 
edifices too hole cut in the woods and named 
Lansing; but Detroit remain her real capital, 
and will haye the State edificos back again with- 
ina generation. «These backwoods locations of 
capitals are usually begotten of bribery on land 
speculation, and are, in the nature of things, 
evanescent, Stubborn Fact refuses to Tecognize 
and conform to them a 
For a true capital is something more than a 
placo whero State edifices Lave been arbitrarily 
located, and where Goyornors aro compelled to 
side, and where you may, at certain seasons, 
find a Legislaturo in session. 
tho natural focus of the Wealth, Art, Culturo, 
Refinemont, of a State or Nation. Whore these 
are absent, you may have tho marrowless bones 
of a capital—the body without the soul. 
Albiny is a goodly city$'ko is Syracuse; go is 
Utica: yet if you ask evory denizen of either 
who is qualified and fit/to assist in making laws 
—"* Where in our State, other than in your own 
city, would you‘prefer to spend a Winter as a 
legislator,!”—nino out of ten of them would 
answer—‘‘ In New-York,” 
For this choice, there are ample reasons, Wo 
beliovo a stranger who wishes to liv cleanly 
and comfortably at a moderate cost, can do it 
here as choaply as ho could in either of the 
rival cities above-named, provided the Legisla- 
ture were there in seasion, And hero are great 
Publio Libraries, Galleries, the Opera, Theaters, 
facilities for rapid and cheap locomotion, &c,, 
&c., which none of those cities can protend to 
rival. Evory self-respecting visitor to our City 
can find here the church wherein ho would 
prefer to worship, and facilitios for pursuing any 
investigation, mastering any soienco, or pureu- 
ing any lawful pleasure, unequaled by the cities 
of tho intorior. 
Our Btate (with most others) eminontly needs 
to attract a higher ordor of intellect and of 
culture into her Logislatiye councils, We 
mean no disparagement to any when wo affirm

the obvious truth that tho average of Logizlative u 


ability, oxporience and character, is not eo high 
os it wos sixty or forty years ago. And one 
eminent reason for this is found in tho fact that, 
while hundreds of our best oitiaons from every 
section choose to spend at Icast a part of cuoh 
Winter in our City, no one abandons his rural 
home to spend’of (choice his Winter in Albany, 
or Utica, of Syracuse. Ask tho men who ought 
to go to tho Legislature to run for tho Assom- 
bly, and “they all with ono accord bogin to 
make excuse.” Thoy are too busy, or cannot 
leave their families, or ato inveterately averse 
to publio life; when in fact most of them are 
simply averso to spending a Wintor whero they 
must forego at onco tho clogant onjoyments of 
a great capital and the comforts of a good home, 

Tho time cannot be distant when these consid- 
erations will compel attention and respect; but 
wo apprehend that it is not yet. Wo suggest, 
therofore, that thoso Mombors of the Legisl 
ture who think as we do should quietly wail 
Wo aro opposed to all schemes of indirect bribe- 
ry, and quite conteut to bide our timo. A new 
consus is to be taken this yoor, and a new ap- 
portionment based thereon, which oan hardly 
fail to givo at loast a third of subsequent Logis- 
latures to the counties below the Highlands. Let 
us, then, simply resist, firmly and unitedly, all 
appropriations of publio monoy to build or on- 
large State edifices at Albany, and await tho 
doyelopmonts of the future. 


REBEL FREEBOOTING. 

Gon. Forrest has mot with a new but perfectly 
natural trouble. He complains that ‘‘the Dis- 
trict of Mississippi, East Louisiana and West 
Tennessee” is harassed by ‘illegal organ- 
izations of cavalry,” otherwise “roying bands 
of deserters, stragglers, horse-thieyes and rob- 
bers." Gen, Forrest announces his intention of| 
“oxterminating "’ those freo and easy gentlomen 
who ‘appropriate the property of citizens with- 
out remuneration.” We really think that Gen, 
Forrest is extremely unreasonable. These bold 
riders, if wo understand the matter, have simply 
seceded., If thoir rights aro respected, although 
they are now tearing about the country in 
rathor a promisonous manner, they will by-and- 
by call a Convention and elect President, and 
adopt a Constitution in which horse-stealing— 
which, for all we sce to the’contrary, is quite as 
legitimate as man-stealing—shall be protectod: 
They aro merely seceding sccessionists. Joffor- 
son Dayis took it into his head ‘to stragglo;” 
but who gave him and his friends a monopoly of 
straggling? The Confederate Army is officered 
by ‘‘desertors." If Tom can ‘‘desert” us, 
why may not Dick desert Tom? It is certainly 
no worse to steal horses thani to steal guns and 
forts. It is childish to talk of ‘illegal organ- 
izations.” Exterminate all these, and what 
would become of the “Confederacy?” 


“Desertors” seom to be becoming quite-o 
third party in the “Confoderacy.” Our readers 
already know how vigorously Gen. Leo is 
whistling back his errant doga of war. So The 
Richmond Whig tells us that all North Georgia 
‘is filled with predatory bands of deserters." 
‘Tho name is an ugly one, but if you change it 
to “secedor,” you hayora highly respectable 
character who has gone into,tho business o: 
governing upon his own.hook. Yot Gen. Leo 
is s0 excocdingly despotic and so absurdly il- 
logical, that ho threatens to hang these self- 
consecrated sovereigns unless they come back 
to the ranks immediately. How would Gen. 
Lee fancy being hanged himself? Yet we hayo 
as good aright to hang him as ho bas to hang 
the meaudoring Thomas or Richard. ‘To bolt!" 
in his grammar is avery defective verb, “I 
may bolt” is quite proper and reasonable, but 
“You may bolt” is most ‘‘ tolerable and not to 
bo endured.” 

But thero is no limit to the distracting incon- 
sistenoies of the secedors. Thore never were 
States in the world which go depended for se- 
curity and order upon a rigid enforcoment of 
and profonnd genoral respect for law, as these 
which, in an hour of passionate madness, threw 
down overy fixed limit and barrier, and to pre- 
serve despotio institutions rushed to the extreme 
of revolutionary licenso, Now they havo their 
natural reward, Now thoso who sowed the 
winds must prepare for an uncommonly largo 
yield of whirlwinds. If you force a man to 
fight against his stomach and his conscience, 
for a cause in which he does not feel the 
slightest interest, it is foolish to be struck with 
astonishment, especially if yon have nothing 
to give him to {fill his belly and cover his back 
withal, if, upon tho first convenient occasion, 
ho botakes himself to his heels, and to foraging 
upon his own personal account. And especially 
is it foolish to threaten him with a rope unless 
he comes back. Pigs and heus in possession 
he can understand—merely possible halters he 
turns up his nose at. So ho will probably 
stick by his Republic of Horse-thioves, and take 
his chances of being “‘orushed out.” Why

PASSING AWAY. . 
When Mr, Tyerman visited the buildings of 
the Inquisition at Goa, he found that ‘the doors 
had not only been locked, but nailed up.” 
“Nothing,” he eays, ‘but ruin instantly met 
our eyes. The roof had fallon in; tho floors 
were everywhere giving way, and the walls 
wore moldering; Jwhile shrubs and creepers 
were growing luxuriantly upon tho tottering 
masses and through the ruptured battlements.” 

An observer in Charleston thus writes to a 
Boston newspaper: ‘Tho churches have not 
escaped. St. Michael's, tho oldest of all, has 
been repeatedly struck. All tho churches in 
the lower portion of this city aro wrecks.” The 
preachers were early imbued with the spirit of 
revolt; Episcopalian, Presbyterian and Baptist, 
all preacbed Secession.” 

It is well that error loaves behind it monnu- 
ments of warning. History is but » photograph 
of wreck and decay, and of tho scorched and 
crumbling craters which are the didactic memo- 
rials of human passions, extinguished by human 
progress. Tho Goa prison above alluded to was 
first the palaco of a Moslem prince, then the 
residence of the PortugosoVicoroy; then “a place 
of torment,” and now ‘a desolation and a hiss- 
ing.” Tho Church of St. Michacl preached a 
hybrid gospol of Godly loye, and of neighborly 
hotrod and potted its orcad with the amooth 
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sophistries of injustice and oppression, and 
already tho foxes are looking out at its windows. 
All around it are incarnate refutations of its 
scholastic theology. Its word" las passed 
away! 

But Gillmore’s shells let the sunlightinto dun- 
geons for the body as well as dungeons for tho 
soul. Tho same writer who is quoted above 
says: ‘Tho gnard-house doors are wide opon. 
Tho Jailor has lost his ocenpation, The last

Slave-driving theology preached in St. Michael's, 
Charleston, or St. Anybodys, Anywhore, seems 
to havo comé to that fixed and ne plus ultra 
conclusion, 

Haman liberty is like the Pontic sea, ‘whose 
compulsive course ne'er fuels retiring ebb.” 
We have folt, and no doubt so havo our readers, 
that the time has gone by for logical argument 
against Slavery, or for sympathetio protests 
against its injustice, If it be dead in Charles- 
ton, its seven times girted stronghold, how 
much life can it hayo in less barbarous regions?

On March 3 9 sceno was witnessed in the City of 
Charleston which deseryes an enduring record in the 
history of the Rebellion, In front of the citadel, a mill- 
tary collogo that was founded for the purpose of de- 
stroying tho Union and erecting on ite ruivs on empire 
whose corner stone ehould be Negro Slayery—io the 
presence of a great concouree of Fodoral officors ond 
citizens, the black regiment to whom Charleston sur- 
rondered was drawn up.on parade, presonted by Gen. 
Littlefreld, its former commander, with a National fag, 
and eulogised as justly deserving of all the honors duo 
to a loyal and heroic people. 

‘This fog was subscribed for entirely by the freed 
sromen of the Department, ani tho regiinent {s almost 
wholly composed of Charleston blacks.

The “loyal” white Unionists are holding private 
mectings to complete lists of Union men, to be divided 
Into frst, second, and thirdclasses.

‘Vanco calling them to arm, and that in most places in 

North Carolina the people go forth to mect ‘Sherman 

with words of weleome, and aro not particular about 

placing their stock and) supplics! ont of his reach. 

Many of the inhobitants of Western North Carolina 

were on thelr way to mcot thelr relatives aud friends in 

Sherman's army from tho Western States. Tbelr 

Wagons Were well stored with provisions, natiyo wines, 

and such other comforta as Sherman's Union visitors 

will relish, From tho tono of thp Raleigh papers, 
with tho exception of The Confederate, it would 
scom as though no one could have tho hardihood to 
ontortain 0 hopo for the euccoss of the Confedoracy, 

The Progress says thot Sherman will soon be in pos- 

session of Raleigh, and will go wheroyer ho desires, 

Quite a panic provails among the negrocs in North 

Carolina since the announcement that they are to be 

conscripted to fight in the Rebel army. ‘The Rebels are 

now gathering thom up for this purpose. A strong com- 
bination exists among tho consérvative slayeholdera to 
resist thia measure, 6omo of whom aro erming their 
slaves in order that they moy be able to defy tho Rebol 
authorities, and thus retain their soryauts, who oxbibit 
areadinces to Sight for thelr mastors and their homes, 
rather than to fight for tho Rebel Confederacy. 

Great numbers of negroes aro flooking to Sherman's

Mojor-Gen. Thomas telegraphs the Govern- 
ment from the South-West that{one of his scouts, has 
come in with information that the Rebel Genorala Leo

The Lebels Claim ao Slight Success over 
Shermas—Hilpatrick Beported Werst- 
ed by Eiampton—From tho Vallcy.

‘The following items are taken from to-day’s 
Richmond papers: 
‘We haye some good news thls morning—news of a 
victory in South Carolina. It is announced in tho fol- 
lowing official dispatoh from Gen. Lee. Though the 
Gispatch jo rather scant in its particulars, enough ls 
given tosbow that Kilpatrick was badly worsted: 
“ Heapquartess, &¢, March 10, 1865. 
“To the Hon. JOHN C. BRECKINIUDGE, Secretary of War. 
“Gen. Hampton attacked Gen. Kilpatrick at doylight 
this morning, and drore bim from bia camp, taking his 
guns, Wagons, many borses, several hundred prisoner, 
‘and reliving a great number of our own men who {hod 
been captured, Ihe guns and wogons could not be 
Drought off for want of horses, Many of the enemy 
were killed and wounded. Ourloss is not heavy. Licut. 
Col, J.8. King was killed. Brig.-Gen. Hume, Cols. 
Kagan and Morrison, and Majors Davis and Ferguson, 
‘and others, were wounded. —_‘R. E. Lee, Genoral.” 
It will be observed that tho locality of the fight is not 
nemed in the dispatch. ‘This 1s for prudential reasons, 
Sherman bas no communication with tho North, and it 
would be imprudont to publish whero he was, ag it 
‘would be giving nows to Grant of bis progress. 
Matters are boginning to look decidedly bettor for us 
in the South. In the Jast threo days we have had nows 
of two victories—one in North Carolina, and one ia 
South Carolina.

Hon. J. Ce BRECKINRIDGE, Secretary of War: Gen. 
Bragg reports that +ho attacked tho enemy yesterday, 
four iniles In front of Kinston, and drove him from his 
position, He disputed the ground obstinately, and took 
up a new lino threo miles from his first. We. captured 
three pleces of artllory ani 1,500 prisoners. The pum. 
ber of tho enomy dead and wounded left on the. ficld is 
large. Ours comparatively ewiall, ‘The troops bohaved 
most handeomely, and Major-Geng, Hill and Hoko.ex- 
lubjted their usual zeal and energy. RE. LEE 

Kinston, near’ which the fight ocourred, is situated 
on the direct ronte from Goldsborough to Nowbern, 
and {a about twenty miles east of Goldsborough and 
about thirty from Newbern. Itis supposed that this 
forco of the oncmy was advanoing from Nowbern 
pgainst Goldsborough for tho purpose of cutting tho 
roilroad at that point. Itis not probable, after this re- 
pulse, thaf the encmy vill attempt to advance, and it is

The 
former had recently been filled up to tho maximum 
standard, woreby wo lose about 1,000 good men. The 
casaalties were few, but no names can be reported at 
present, ‘The force horo is much larger thon is general- 
ly supposed, and Is considered fully competent to por” 
form any task likely to be assigned to it, Tho ronda 
are almost impassable ond rain falling in torrents. Gen.

Lieut-Gen. Uy S GRANT, Commanding Armies United 
States. 

GENERAL: In my lastdispatch, dated Waynes- 
borough, I gave youn brief account of the defeat of 
‘arly by Custer’s Division, ‘Pho ame night this di- 
‘vision was pushed across the Blue Ridge, and enterod 
Oharlottesville at 2p. m. thé next dy. The) Mayor of 
the city and the principal inhabitants camo out and de- 
Myored op the koys of the public buildings, 

Thad to remain at Charlottesville two days. The 
time was consumed in bringing over from Waynes- 
Vorough our ammunition and pontoon trains, ‘Tho 
weather ras horrible boyond description, and the rain 
incessané The two divisions were, during this timo, 
occupied in destroying the two large iron bridges, og 
oyor'tho Rivanna River, the other over Moose's Creck, 
near Charlottesville, and the railroad for a distance of 
eight miles, in the direction of Lyncbbarg. On the 
6th of March I sont the First Division, Gon. 
Devin commanding, to Scottsville, on the James River, 
with instructions to send out ight parties through tho 
country and destroy all morohandise, mills, factories, 
bridges, &c,, on tho Rivanna River, tho parties fo join 
tho division at Scottsville. The division then pro- 
ceeded along the canal to Duguidsvillo, 15 milos from 
Lynchburg, destroying every lock, and in many places 
tho bank of the canal. At Duguidsville we hoped to 
secure the bridge to lot us cross the river, as our pon 
toons were useless on account of the bigh water. 

To this, however, we were foiled, as both this bridge 
‘and the bridge at Hardwicksville were burned by tho 
enemy upon our approach. Merritt_ accompanied this 
division, ‘Tho Third Division started at the same timo 
from Charlottesville, and proceeded down tho Lynch- 
burg Railroad to Amborst Court House, destroying 
every bridge on the road, and in many places miles of 
the road. ‘The bridges on this road are numerous, and 
some of them five hundred feet in length. j 

‘Wo have found great abundance in thls country for 
our men and animals. In fact tho canal had been tho 
great feoder of Richmond. At the Rockfish river tho 
bank of tho canal was cut, and at New Canton, where 
the dam is foross the James, the guardlock was do- 
atroyed and the James river lot into the canal, carrying 
away tho banka and washing out the bottom of the 
canal: 

‘The dam across the James at this point was also par- 
tially destroyed. 

Lhaye bad no opposition, Everybody {s bewilderel 
by our movements, I have had no-nows of avy kind 
singe Lloft. 

‘Phe latest Richmond paper was of tho 4tb, bat con- 
tained nothing. 

T omitted to mention that the bridges on the railroad 
from Swoop’s Dopot on tho other side of Staunton to 
Charlottesville wero utterly destroyed; also all bridges 
for a distanco of 10 miles on tho Gordonsville Railroad. 

‘The weather bas beon yery bad indeed, ralving hard 
every day with the oxcoption of four days, since wo 
started. My wagons haye from tho state of the roads 
Aotained me. 

Upto the present time wo have eaptared fourteen 
pieces of artillery, eleven at Waynesborough, and threo 
at Charlottesville, 

‘The party that I sent back from Waynesborough start- 
ed with six pieces, but they were obliged to destroy two 
of tho six for want of animals. The remaining eight 
picces wore thoroughly destroyed. 

We havo captured up to the present time twelve ca- 
nol boats aden with supplics, ailmuuition, rations, 
noeded stores, ete. 

Lcannot speak in too high terms of Generals Merritt, 
Custer and Deyins, and the officera and men of thoir 
commands. ‘Thoy haye waded throngh mud and water 
during this continuous rain, andaro all in fine spirits 
ond health. 

Commodore Hollins of the Rebel nary was shot near 
Gordonsville while attempting to make his eseape from 
our advance in that direction,

Exchange of, Officers—Citizens Forbidden 
by a Rebel Osiicer to Feed our Rotrn- 
ing Pvisoners—Good Will of the Peo- 
plo—Supplies Wanted for our Men—Ac- 
counts of their Captivity. 
From Oar Spectal Correspondent. 
Winaxaroy, N. C., Thursday, March 2, 1665. 
Ono thousand and one Union officers, ex- 
changed under tho recent cartel, arrived in this place 
esterday afternoon. ‘They all marched from the North- 
East Bridge, to which place they were brought from 
Charlotte by the cars. ‘They passed through Golds- 
borough, whore the oltizens, men and women, throoged 
around to give them food. Some of the oltizens, hear- 
ing of their passing through Golisborough, came twenty 
miles to bring supplies for thom. “Gen. Baker, com 
manding'tho post (let bis memory be forover infamous)- 
issued an order forbidding the cit{zene from feeding the 
Yankee officers—an order which the humane Unjon 
people disregarded, defying the edict of the heartless 
commander, 
‘These oflicera uniformly bear testImony to the kindly 
fecling which prevailed toward them during thoir 
march through North Carolina. ‘These demonstrations 
wore, in some cases, oven enthusiastic, and scomed to 
bo regarded as foreshadowing the near termination of 
tho war. Women waved thelr handkorcbiefs to them o8 
they passed, along, and manifested the most unmistak- 
able Union sentiments. Prominent citizens at Raleigh 
freely mixed with them and openly expressed their de- 
yotion to the old flag. So general and ontspoken wero 
theeo sentiments and feelings that tho Union officers 
were greatly pleased and gratiGed, and. they regard it 
tas proof thot this Stato will bo,tho first to take its place 
by tho side of her loyal sisters in tho Union, and that of 
no distant day. 
Tho first “und only outbreak of disorder which has 
happened there occurred last evening at a bonrding- 
house on Frontt,, where some soldiers mot to prooura 
meals, Ono man lost his pocketbook and. being in 
liquor became violent, He took his stand in tho door of 
tho basement dining-room, and with an open knifé in 
his hand declared his purpose to havo his money before 
any one should be permitted to leave. ‘The young man 
who had been assisting Mrs. Lippincott in the houso, 
and who seems to have been suspected, probably with- 
‘out canse, attempted to pass out, when he was stabbed 
in four places and goon after died. His namo was 


George Simpson; tho name of his rogiment I hare not 
earned. 


‘Tho officers above referred to, Tam happy to state, 
present a marked contrast in appearance from the 
privates who have come in. ‘Their rations were the 
same as those of the men, yiz., a pint of corn meal anil 
few spoonsful of sorghum each, daily, but: they wero 
able, most of them, to obtain money from home upon 
drafts, which, though shaved at enormons discounts by 
the Rebels, placed in their hands the means to purchase 
food and other comforts, which the -poor privates could 
not do, Some of them, however, had no meat issued to 
them for four months, Some were barefooted, and 
many of them sick. 

A large number, some three or four hundred, too 
sick and weak to continue the Journes, remain threo or 


four miles from town. Cooked rations Worgent out to 
them. 
Clothing, shoes aud blankets aro very much needed. 


For humanity's enke, let them be sent at once. 

The officer stated thot but for th fact that they were 
ablo to obtain money from their friends, they would 
not baye fared any better than tho privates. Thelr 
rafts or bills of exchange were handed over to persona 
with power of attorney, who obtained the money from 
tho paymaster or other sources. For money thus ob- 
tained the Confederate gold speculators gave cur offi. 
cers two Confederate dollars for ono in greenbacke,or six 
for ono in gold. They were compelled to purchase every- 
thing from the suttlors at the most exorbitant rates. 
For beef of yery inferior quality, they were charged 
from €3 to $5 per pound; pork 87 per Ib., lard 612, 
putter from $12to $20 per Ib.; very small loaves of 
bread, about four inches equore, 1 50 per loaf; flour, 
$3 per Ib.; rice, €2 por Ib., and other things in propor- 
tion, ‘The quantity of calt iesued wasco very ewall that 
tho officers were compelled te buy part of this article of 
necessity ala, at @ dollor for a small copfull of lea 
than balf a pint. 

Daring thelr residence at Colombia, over fonr months, 
they bail meat issued but once, and this, with a few po- 
tatoca, was given in lieu of sorghum. 

When they arrived at Colombia, on tho 6th of Ooto- 
bor, their firstexporince was a night's rest upon the 
ground in an open field, without any shelter. ‘The night 
was vers rainy and cold. The officorshad tokeep moving 
about, orcatch afow moments of rest sitting on the 
ground. It wag in tho city. On the7th they wero moved 
to a distance of two miles from Columbia, to o placo 
which afterward oblained the namo of ‘*Camp Sor- 
ghum,"—so called by our officers on account of the 
steady flow of sorghum instead of meat or other 
substantial food. ‘They were striotly guarded, but 
many of the officers contrived to escape. 

‘One officer was shot dead while trying to pas the 
goord in the evening. Another was killed whilesitting 
quietly by his camp-fire—Liout, Young; the guards eaid 
it was accidental, A third was shot whilo passing 
along inside tho dead-line, whero ho had a right to g 
the guards said ho was outside, but thore was abundant 
proof that this was not tho case. ‘Tho health of the 
camp, ag ogeneral thing, was very good, and there 
were but few deathe from disease, ‘They found no 
means of communicating with tho outside world. 
Sometimes they could get Rebel papers, but no otbers— 
probably when things went “wrong” they would not 
pormit them to come into the camp. Some of theso 
oficers traveled from Richmond to Macon, thence to 
Savannah, thence toCharleston, where they wero placed 
under fire. 

‘Yho shells from our monitors and batterles went di- 
reotly over their jail-yard, but the musio of the Union 
guns was go syveet to them it dispelled all fear, and they 
were overjoyed when they heard them plank into the 
town. There were 600 in tho Jail-yard, and a largo 
number in the Marine Hospital, and othersin tho work- 
house. Noone was injured by our shells. One shell 
Doret so near o8 to cut off limb of atree at the top ob 
the wall. From Charleston they went to Columbia, 
where they romained until the advance of Sherman 
obliged the Bebel'wuthorities to hurry them away to 
Greonsborough. Flere they spent but a few dayé, and 
thence were woved by railroad to Goldsborongb, North 
Carolina. After four days they Were started to come to 
Wilmington, tho point of exchange. 

‘They bave always becn transported in box cars, 
ofawded to suffocation, in a condition of filth which 
would disgrace a respectable hog-pen—anything except 
the Southern Confederacy; andthe tops of tho cgrs 
would also be piled as fall as they could stick on with 
men. 

The first real exhibition of Union ‘sentiment and 
feeling was noticed in North Carolina. ‘Tho guand, 
even, expressed tho carnest wish that Sherman might 
come and take tho country. They were genorally very 
much demoralized, ‘The citizen, both in Raleigh and 
Goldsborough, wherever they could be permitted, or by 
stealth could do eo, treated the officers well. Nothing 
could be purchased except tobacco—no bread or othey

Since Benjamin Franklin—in eyery sense our 
first Embassador to France—we do not remem- 
ber that an Editor bas till now been designated 
for that post, which demands in its incumbent a 
fall and intimate knowledge of our own and of 
European politics, a ripe genoral experience, 
and a special familiarity with the character and 
carcer respectively of the leading statesmen of 
Enrope. Theso' qualifications, woe presume, 
dictated tho selection of the yoteran Editor of 
The Herald. 

‘We may hero mention, as an interesting inci- 
dent, that Mr. Bonnett met the present Empe- 
ror of France at a private dinner party in Lon- 
don just before tho fall of Louis Philippe; when, 
the conversation turning on, the condition of 
affairs in France, Mr. Bennett remarked that 
he had observed that almost the entire French 
press was then opposihg the Government. Tho 
remark made such an impression on Louis 
Napoleon that ho subsequently recalled the sub- 
jeot and asked Mr. Bennett what inference he 
drew from the fact above noted. Mr. B. replied 
that, in the United States, such an attitude of 
tho Press would forecast an approaching transfor 
of political power. The events which soon fol- 
lowed proved this inforenco equally sound with 
regard to France, 


THE CONFEDERATION OF BRITISH 
AMERICA. 

Tho prospects of aconfederation of the British 
provinces of North America has, of late, become 
highly unfavorable. The expectation that the 
remarkable unanimity exhibited at the Quebeo 
Conference, by the leading men of both the great 
political parties in the Canadas and in ench of! 
the Lower Provinces, would carry the bulk -of 
the voters in each proyince, has not been ful- 
filled. Tho opposition to the scheme has grown 
stronger and stronger, and even its most san- 
gaino champions now admit that for the prosent 
it is hopelessly dofeated in each of the maritime 
provinces. 

‘The first province in which public opinion 
yory emphatically deolared itself against con- 
federation, is little Prince Edwards Island. 
Financially, this bas been the most prosperous 
of tho British provinces, and the opponents of| 
confederation found it, therefore, comparatively 
easy to represent a union with tho other proy- 
inces as detrimental to the best interests of the 
Island. It is generally admitted that the 
scheme of confederation stands, for the present, 
not tho slightest chance of adoption. Mr. Havi- 
land, one of the delegates of the Island to the 
Quebeo Conference, recontly admitted, at a 
public meeting, that nine-tenths of the popula- 
tion are opposed to confederation. Only two 
members of the Government now favor it, and 
the schemo will therefore not be brought for- 
ward at all for tho present. 

Now-Brunawick is thus far the only province 
in whioh the people have had a chanee to pro- 
nounce their opinion on the plan agreed upon 
by tho Conference of Quebec. The result of 
this vote is entirely adverse to confederation. 
The chief champions of the plan have been de- 
feated, and a new government will be formed 
which will be, of course, hostile to it. 

As New-Bronswick separates Nova Scotia 
from the Canadas, Nova Scotia cannot think of 
entering the Confederation if Now-Brunswick 
stays out, We are therefore not surprised to 
learn from The Halifax Morning Chronicle (anti- 
Confederation) that ‘the table of the House 
gtoang;with potitions against the measure, while 
not ono has been presented in its favor.”

reference to some alleged outrage of negy guard at 
Point Lookout. 

On tho 2d of Jane, 1864, there were 3,180 oMicers in 
(bbe stockade, among them 100 naval oflleers and fore 
Drigadier-geperolz, viz: Shaler, Seymour, Wessolls, 
and Soammill, 

Ten thousand and eight enlisted men died at Anderson- 
ville, Ga, during Juno ond July, 1804, according to 
thoir own official reports—to say nothing of thoso who 
were abot with and without protest by the guarde. 

July 28 most of the prisongra were moved to get them 
ewoy from Stoneman, thon advancing on Xfacon. All 
tho ofiicers, excopting 600, were sent to Charleston, 
B.C., and the remalndor wore sent to Savanah. At 
tho latter placo they wore put in the grounds of the old 
‘United States Marino Hospital. ‘The rest wero put 
{nto the Jail-yard under fire at Charleston, S.C.

Prisoacra at Andetsonville, 
whero 30,000 wero confined at ono timo, died 
atthe rato of 150 to 250 per day. Ovor 12,000, prob- 
ably 16,000, perished from starvation ond exposure. 
Probably from 400 to 500 escaped from Colombia by 
bribing tho guards. Of this number balf were brought 
back, and}would baye been punisbed if their refined oru- 
elty bad suggested apy resource. One officer who cs- 
caped from tho train between Macon and Charleston 
was torn to pisces by bloodhounds. Lieut. Parker of o 
Vermont regiment Jumped from. the train. on the way 
betyeen Charleston and Columbia. Ho was set upon 
by 13 young bloodbounds in an open field. Ho was 60 
lacerated by the dogs that he dicd inthe hospltal at 
Columbia. Those who started from Columbia took 
the route doward the mountains of the Blue Ridge, 

‘The nogroes would always assist the fogitives; give 


them food, and pilot thy to the bestroutes. They

Capt Timpson soya, “(while walt- 
ing at the baoks of the Saluda River, pureged by a pack 
of hounds, tko chivalry mounted on horseback, to the 
number of Afteen or twenty, armed with shot-guns, pur- 
suing them, the eldves on the opposite ehore hearing 
the baying of the hounds, one of them pushed intoa 
boat and rowed repldly across. Ho kuow from tho 
sound of the dogs that they were in parsuSt of some 
Yankeo fagitives, Tho barking of the bounds grow 
louder and nearor, and tho ofiicers feared thoy would be 
overcaken and devoured before the boat could reach the 
shore. ‘Cho faithful negro pulled for dear life, took the 
officers into this boat, and bore them in eafsty boyond 
thezesch ofthe mon-hunters and their natural allles the 
bloodhounds, at tho risk of kis own Jife. Ho plated 
the officors aronnd.<ho pickets, who were lying in walt 
for thom by which means thoy escaped. Tho slaves 
said: ‘Our masters curse you .all de doy, but we proy 
for yon obery pight:" 

‘They, tho slaves, are rejoiced et the prospect af boing 
forced into the Rebel army. They declare dhey will 
shoot behing, and not before, 

Capt. Simpson states Chat aftor ho was enptured by 
the guerrillas and half breeds in the mountaina, they 
searched and (arned bis aadjhis comrades’ pookets in- 
side out. Afterward they stripped off their vests and 
conts, and begun quarreling about the diatributlon 

‘TDhey seemed to (hink they hed money and woold not 
give it up. Their death was a foregone conclusion, 
Mountime a Capt. Singleton came up; be was a froe-ma- 
con, eo was Capt, Hayes, ‘The party wes saved. They 
were marched back to Greenville, C. H., and put in a 
dungeon with tbe nagroes who wero confined for mar- 
dor. Tho inbsbitants, moatly tho women, camo to ceo 
them. Ono traveled 17 miles to aee the live Yankecs. 
From a yery cautious approach she Gnally discovored 
tho Yankees wero not wild onlmals, and at Jést became 
rociubloand thought it a shame to trest poople so; she 
efterward brought bread for them to eat. 

The party went baok to Columbia. ‘Phe train ran off 
the track. Four were killed and 17 wounded. ‘They

AmneNs, Ga., Deo, 25, 1864, 

My Dear Sister: This is Christmas Day. 
Dut ob! how different from happy Christmas of oldon 
times! On such aday tho mind involuntarily calls up 
tho incidents of the past with which the day is so inti 
mately assoolated, and, comparing them with thoso of 
to-day, it would be a heart of stono indeed that would 
not bo plorced by the bitter contrast. ‘The day ts mado 
doubly snd to us by the news which we recotred Inst 
night coufirming the rumors of tho evncuntion of Sa- 
Yonnab, and of Hood's dofest near Nasbvillo and his 
retreat, preceded as it waa by tho so dearly bought vio- 
tory of a fow days proyious ot Franklin, Ae both ‘our 
railrond and telegraphic communication has boon de- 
stroyed by Sherman's recent march to Savannah, the 
nows comes to ns through Yankes papers via Richmond. 
What tho extent of tho dlsnster may bey and its proba- 
ble consequences, I know uot. Dut tho danger with 
which we ore threatened by the loss of Savaunah, end 
tho permanent establishment of tho enemy with o 
powerful and victor ous arms, 1s to my mind tho great 
est with which wo avo been threatened since the com- 
mencoment of tho war. With euch a base of operations, 
and such an army, I do not seo how it is possible to pre- 
sorvo our line of communications between Richmond 
and tho country west of this, from whonca our supplies 
are chiefly drawn, unless by detaching so largo a part 
of Leo's army ag would endanger that placo (Richmond) 
sad perhaps compel its-cyacuation, By o more rigid 
system of consoription wo may gather up s few moro 
men, and wo moy collect togethor many thst aro on 
farlough, absont witbout leaye,&o, But I'do not see 
how we can raigo anumbor sufficient to mest those that 
may yot be had from tho North; for, beside the 
vost differonce in the population of tho two 
seotions, tho negra troops, which cocording to 
Federal occounts nomber over two bundred thou- 
sand, mry bo considerably inoronsed, aa the enomy 
continues his ndyence, and largo acecesions too aro con- 
stantly mado from forcign nations, Coupled with the 
vastly superior strength of the onemy an polnt of nom- 
bers, tho dissensions among oursclyes are 4 sourco of 
extréme embarrassment, Every roverse wo sustain is 
charged to the maladministration, incompotenoy and 
obstinugy of the President. Ho Js even charged with 
procrastinating the war throngh motives of ambition, 
when an honorable peace might be obtalned with the 
recognition of oor independence. Of courso: the coun- 
tenance which is given to these.chazges by such mon os 
Vico-Presidest Stophens, Gov. Brown, Toombs and 
other leading men, affords a protest to all those who, at 
heart, would be willing to make pesco on any tarms, to 
do and say almost any and everything caloulated to do- 
troy his influence, to discourage tho weak, und demor- 
lize tho army; but, morothan all, it hos oncouraged 
the hope with tho enemy that public sentiment at the 
South js tending to unconditions! submission. Alto- 
gether, therofore, thinge have never looked so gloomy 
since the commencement of tho war. But other na- 
tlona have ecen darker days, apd yet bave ually sue: 
ceeded. Upto tho present tims, and to-day, ot tho 
honr of thia present writing, thero is, eo far as I know, 
an unsbaken determination todight it out to tho last, 
come what may, Tho terms proposed by Lincoln make 
death preferable to scbmission. To be governed by 8 
military power o8 a subjugated peoplé would indeed 
bo humiliating, but would notequal the disgraco of yol- 
untary submission while wo aro ablo to raise an arm for 
resistance, To this it msy como at last. Wohaye no 
such resources as tho enemy. Thoy are stronger in all 
the elements of war to-doy than when tho war began, 
‘The incontives to continue the war aro strongor. They 
have no longer any fear of zecagnition or intervention, 
‘Tho strongest passions of tho Yankee heart aro moro 
than over enilsted in the confllct—pride, hato, fanat- 
joism and oupidity. I confess, therefore, the 
fature of our Confederacy ie shrouded in such obscurity 
that I om unablo to penetrate it Indeed, I would 
rather, if I could, ehut my cyea ifthe vall of futurity 
weroraised which yet conceals the horrors of submis- 
sion, With oll its attendant insults and canting expres- 
siops of sympathy on the part-of thoso who would be our 
moaters. Should wo go down, the Governmonts of Bu- 
rope will one dey repent that they turned their back 
upon us when on word might haye saved us, “recogn!- 
tion.” We aro not unmindfal of tbe generous sympathy 
which individual Englishmen bavo extended to us, Dut 
the masses well know only tho fact that the Goyoru- 
ment, While affocting neutrality, gave substantinl ald to 
the Foderal Government; thot it refugod us privileges 
which it granted to the other side, and that Its moral 
influence was against us. Bot oven though, in consider- 
ation of individual sympathy, we might forget the 
wrongs ofthe Government, we shall bare pracicatly 
no influence after subjugationdn directing the councils 
of tho Federal Goyeroment. We shall bo subject to 
draft, and, willing or unwilling, be forced to fight for 
the Yankeo bottles, whether itbo against England or 
France, Moy Heayen avert ouch o doom. Having 
spoker of nogro troops, I ought perhaps to add that 
very fow of them enter the Federal army yoluntarily, 
though, obedient as the negro Je.by naturo and habit to 
the white man, ho ia essily driven {nto.tho ranks, or 
dattored by tho ideo of standing upon a level with tho 
white man.

Mr. CAnvESTER contended that tho ‘trees muat Lavo 
died from borers instead o 
Sovow TRowisson disputed t Fy aK ridioutour, 
because poach trees that aro touched with borers suitle 
ciently to prodnos death, noyer have a thrifty appeare 
Mr. BARTLETT recommended planting pouch or» 
pon Hila iustead of valloys wherever the buda 
are liable to Winter-kill, Mr. BrnoeN sald that poverty 
of aoil did not kill peach trees, because someof the flues® 
peach orchards of Now-Jereey wero planted upon poor, 
fight, sandy land, A genewau from Borliugtoa 
County, N. J. said that tho style of praning thei woo 
entirely diiferevt from tho ono rooommended by Mr. 
CanresTeR. ‘Tho young trees, when taken from the 
anraery to the orchard, aro praned as smooth as walking» 
sticks. Another geotioman aaid ho hod found opon ong 
of the mountains of thia State two bolts of fruitfel tre 
bout half a mile wide upon the eastern slope, one near 
the top, and the other af the foot of the mountain. On 
the western slopo of the same mountain peach trees did 
not succeed at ail. Mr. Williams, sr., gave a5 a. reason 
why budakill in valleys rather than on Mills, that {tis be 
because thoy swell morein Autumn. Whenever the bado 
aro killed by cold weather in Winter, it will be found ow.

York has an adyantaige of at least three 
\lo over other sections for fruit growing. 
QUIXN of NowsJorsey stated that lo was in tho 
tico of planting about 600 peach trees por year, and 
proves them to omere stick, They make one yearo 
growth andaro then cut back. ‘Cho ground is kep® 
Well plowed, the treos planted 12 by 15 feet, They ara 
well examined for worms, nnd yet with allthe core 
given, thoy dio regolarlr at foor years old, Profossor 
TMLLMAN gave a very interesting dissertation upon the 
natoral law which governs the growth of leaves upon 
all plants, those of tho same order being always certain 
to produce tho same number, as for instanos, either 
Aingly, in pairs, or in triplets, or in bunches of five or 
more attached to th peduncle. 

Grope Pruning.—Mr. Bences distributed cuttings of 
the Niles grape, which he stated was a very early swoed 
variety. Str, QUISN gave nn illustration upon tho black. 
board of pruving grape vines from the first to the third 
year, when they are supposed to bavo their fixed form, 
Int back the vines tho first sear to three bnds, and crow 
two canes from thetwo upper buds, rubbing off the Inwer- 
one, ‘Lay these canes down upoa' trellis bar ‘ifeen 
inches above the ground, aud cut thom off four feed 
long. Next year, ifthe eyes aro too closo for growing: 
the upright cancs, cut oat those on tho under aide of the 


arm. ‘Phe canes should be twelve or fifteen inches 
apart, ‘The first four erea of these canes produce 
fruit, Upon young vince only ono branch to each cane 
should be allowed to grow. Stap the growth of tbe-
